your tasks is retirement. This should be just as happy a 
time.” 

Poor health, however, can mar this stage of our life, 
unless we prepare. Women, for example, should be 
aware that after 50 their bones begin to thin 
(osteoporosis). A proper diet including fresh green 
vegetables with lots of calcium, vitamin D and dairy 
products can help avoid painful fractures. Your doctor 
may also recommend a hormone such as estrogen. 
With men in this age group decreased sex drive may 
cause feelings of anxiety. A physical examination can 
help the doctor determine if the problem is organic or 
psychological and whether medicine can help. 

As we age there is a gradual slowing down of bodily 
processes. We can’t assume, however, that any 
change in normal function is simply due to old age. 

“Things that appear to be signs of aging may be the 
result of perfectly normal developments,” says Rhoda 
S. Pomerantz, M.D., Medical Director, Johnston R. 
Bowman Health Center for the Elderly. Eating 
problems may stem from lost teeth, poor fitting 
dentures, or a lack of the enzymes necessary to digest 
food. A mineral deficiency can sometimes interfere 
with the sense of taste. Medication can make your 
mouth dry. You may also not feel as thirsty as you grow 
older, but not drinking enough liquids, especially 
water, can cause a buildup of waste products in the 
system and often lead to a deterioration of the kidneys.

One aspect of life, however, that can diminish as we 
grow older is our ability to cope. Older people 
sometimes do not have the extra something needed to 
get through physical or mental stress. Here attitude 
plays a big part. “People able to ‘substitute’ do much 
better in taking control of their lives,” says Dr. Lopez. 
Facing up to the loss of family or friends and seeking 
substitutes—a new friend or even a new marriage—is 
all part of coping. 

“Activity is also important,” says Dr. Pomerantz. 
She suggests walking, swimming or exercising. 

Since elderly people can be very sensitive to drugs 
and drug interactions and may have to take medicine 
for chronic conditions, don’t expect the doctor to write 
a new prescription for your every ache or pain. Dr. 
Pomerantz also suggests that when you select a 
doctor, you choose one who will be able to follow your 
history throughout your life and be energetic enough to 
meet any crisis situation that may develop.

There are no two events in Chicago that 
cause as many traffic jams as the Chicago 
Marathon race and SRO Rush-Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s fashion show.
